WHOOPING COUGH 


Whooping cough is very der rerous 
to children and sometimes fatal to 
grown-ups. More people die from it 
than from Scarlet Fever, 

The mother whose children have 
had Whooping Cough does not need 
to be reminded of its: symptoms. She 
can remember her child running to 
her gasping for breath, catching hold 
of her skirt for support and finally 
breaking into that painful, rasping 
cough.

Believes River Under 


Control Of Dominion 


Hon. N. W. Rowell Says Federil 
Rights Not Limited To Tidal 
Waters , 

Ottawa,— The Dominion parliament 
has authority to declare the existence 
of a public right of navigation over 
any river navigable in fact. Before 
the Supreme Court of Canada, Hon. 
N. W. Rowell, K.C., counsel for 
Dominion, made this further conten- 
tion on the question of federal and 
provincial control respecting naviga- 
tion and water ways. 

“Tf a public right to navigation does 
not exist, as Ontario suggests, on the 
Great Lakes and the western portion 
of the St. Lawrence, Mr, Rowell pro- 
ceeded, ‘then under the 3ritish 
North America Act and the powers 
of the Dominion in regard to naviga- 
tion and shipping, the Dominion must 
have power to take action in the in- 
terests of having a national highway 
for trade and commerce in Canada, 
My contention is that the Dominion 
has absolute control navigation 
and shipping.”
